ALARMED MEXICANS. 


Year That the Untied States Will 
Avenge Crawtford’s Death. 

Ex Paso, Tex., March 12.—The visit 
of Gen. Lorenzo Vegas to the scene of 
the killing of Capt. Crawford, has 
induced the Mexican government to 
take further action im the matter. 
Santa Ana Piez, and others of the 
attacking party who were present at 
the killing, have been summoned to the 
City of Mexico. 

Benton Jones, an American miner 
who arrived bere to day from the Sabi- 
nal miping districts in northern Chihua- 
haa, reporis that the Mexicans in that 
spart of the republic are much excited 
over the developments. The conduct of 
the home government leads to alarm, 
and statements are circulated to the 
effect that the United States will de- 
mand redress and invade Chihuahua to 
avenge the killing. The officials also 
give credit to the reports, and last week 
an officer visited the ‘district and col- 
lected data as to the number and occu- 
pation of the Americans. The native 
people all declared that the killing of 
Crawford was accidental avd was unfar- 
tunate, and believe that the United 
States is simply anxious for a pretext to 
overrun their country. 

Mr. Jones also states that the practice 
heretofore prevaiting which allowed 
Americans to take arms and ammunition 
into the country will be stopped. He 
says also, that some of the Americans 
are helping to circulate the exciting re- 
ports. A number of other American 
visitors fromthe district sustain the 
statements of Jones, and report that 
things have a gloomy leok. Work in 
some of the mines has been checked, 
and the excitement will doubtless re- 
sult in aheavy loss to foreign in. 
vestors.
